Dr.  E.  Y.  .Mullins  says  that  there  is  a 
Bible  doctrine  of  education,  if  any  one  or  all 
of  the  following  assertions  muy  he  eorreetly 
made  regarding  it: 

1.  That  it  is'  explicitly  and  expressly 
taught  iu  the  Bible  aft  true. 

2.  That  we  have  in  the  bible  clear  ex¬ 
amples  of  conduct  on  the  part  of  inspired 
‘men  which  necessarily  j  involve  or  imply  the 
doctrine. 

.'1.  That  it  is  inevitably  or  necessarily  to  be 
inferred,  from  or  implied  in  other  doctrines 
or  teachings  or  facts  of  revelation. 

4.  That  it  necessarily  arises  in  the  effort 
of  Christians  to  obey  the  commands  of  Gqd 
as  set  forth  in  the  Bible 

5.  That  it  is  constancy  assumed  and  acted 
upon  in  the  conduct  uUd  teaching  of  Biblical 
writers. 

He  then  proceeds  to  ihow  that  all  five  may 
he  truthfully  maintained  in  proving  that 
there  is  "a  Bible  doctrine  of  education.” 

Now,  if  there  is  Bible  support  for  educa¬ 
tion,  is  it  not  reasonable  that  the  Bible  should 
have  its  place  in  our  educational  system  t 
Anyone  desiring  Dr.  j  Mullins’  article  may 
have  it  in  full  by  writing  a  card  to  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission.

7.  Because  our  Baptist  conception  of 
Christianity  calls  for  and  deserves  the  most 
enl.ghtene, I  exposition,  defense  and  propaga 

tlOll. 

H.  Because  we  should  in  this  way  make  « 
education  co-ordinate  with  other  great  enter-  r 
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prises  beeause  we  are  abundantly  able  to 
supply  the  funds  needed  for  the  purpose. 

9.  Because  ouly  stated  and  regular  dis¬ 
cussion  of  great  themes  in  the  pulpit  will

PITAL,  CAMP  BEAUREGARD,  LA 


The  stringent  quarantine  regulations  made 
it  imjiossible  to  do  anything  for  the  soldiers 
in  camp  and  practically  none  were  in  Alex¬ 
andria,  so  by  the  kindness  of  Major  Lull,  1 
have  been  given  a  tent  at  the  Base  Hospital 
and  am  taking  meals  at  the  officers’  mess.  I 
am  giving  all  my  time  to  the  men  in  the  hos¬ 
pital  and  finding  the  greatest  opportunity 
for  service  in  all  my  life. 

I  am  going  to  take  you  hastily  through 
the  past  day  because  it  is  just  an  ordinary 
day  and  gives  a  true  picture  of  the  work. 
My  first  work  of  the  day  is  in  ward  16  A, 
where  I  go  with  an  armful  of  magazines,  en¬ 
velopes,  paper  aud  stamps.  The  boys  who 
are  able  crowd  around  and  for  a  little  time 
I  am  busy  giving  out  stationery  and  selling 
stamps.  As  soon  as  possible,  I  go  from  cot 
to  cot  talking  with  the  men,  praying  with 
any  who  desire,  giving  a  Testament  to  any 
who  have  none  and  will  promise  to  read  it. 
If  a  man  did  not  bring  his  Testament  with 
him  to  the  hospital,  I  give  him  a  gospel  of 
John  or  the  l’salms  to  read  till  he  gets  back 
to  his  Testament.  I  have  not  gone  far  till  I 
come  across  a  boy  from  a  Baptist  home  who 
feels  he  ought  to  decide  for  Christ.  We  talk 
it  over  and  he  finally  signs  a  decision  card 
for  Christ  and  promises  to  write  to  his  par¬ 
ents  of  this  new  decision.  I  now  meet  a 
splendid  Christian  boy  who  has  found  great 
help  in  Christ  and  is  able  to  bear  clear  testi¬ 
mony  of  his  power  to  help  in  army  and  hos¬ 
pital.  Some  have  fine  Baptist  parents  and 
know  they  ought  to  be  Christians,  to  them  I 
give  a  copy  of  Dr.  Leave! l’s  tract,  ‘‘When 
Shall  I  Give  my  Life  to  Jesust”  and  promise 
to  see  them  again.  Again  I  come  to  the  will¬ 
ing  one,  we  talk  about  Christ,  he  decides, 
signs  his  decision  card  and  promises  to  write 
the  folks  at  home. 

In  the  afternoon  I  go  to  another  ward  to 
work.  As  I  pass  ward  16  A,  1  remember  a 
boy  who  wants  a  gospel  of  John.  I  go  in  a 
moment  with  it  and  see  there  a  young  man  I 
had  not  seen  in  the  morning.  His  parents 
arc  Baptists,  he  has  been  in  the  hospital  a 
long  time  aud  wishes  he  had  decided  before 
for  Christ.  He  has  learned  that  life  is  short 
for  us  here.  We  talk  a  while  and  with  tears 
in  his  eyes  he  clasps  my  hand  and  promises 
to  follow  Christ,  signs  the  decision  card  and 
after  a  prayer,  on  1  go  rejoicing  in  the  provi¬ 
dential  leading  that  helped  me  to  gather  in 
this  one  passed  in  the  morning.  The  after¬ 
noon  quickly  flies;  here  a  Christian  thanks 
me  for  coming,  there  a  man  confesses  his 
need  and  promises  to  read  the  Testament  and 
face  his  duty  to  Christ.  At  the  close  of  the 
day,  1  found  three  have  decided  for  Christ, 
some  have  promised  to  read  the  Bible,  many 
.  have  thanked  me  for  a  kind  word  and  a 
smile. 

The  day  has  been  an  ordinary  day  save  in 
the  evening  when  I  preached  to  nearly  one 
hundred  and  fifty  at  the  first  service  in  the 
new  ^ .  M.  C.  A-  hut.  Never  did  men  give 
better  attention,  a  few  nurses  in  their  uni¬ 
forms  lending  a  little  color  to  the  scene  and 
a  good  touch  to  the  meeting. 

Do  you  wonder  I  close  by  thanking  the 


Baptists  of  Louisiana  and  the  South  and  the 
Christ  who  is  our  Master  for  this  wonderful 
opportunity  for  service  t.

But  this  is  ouly  oue  side  to  it  and  there  is 
another.  It  is  one  thing  to  get  a  crowd,  it 
may  be  quite  another  things  to  get  a  hearing. 
1  hose  who  have  been  Studying  the  parables 
of  Jesus  will  be  impressed  with  His  earnest 
efforts  to  get  a  hearing.  The  very  parables 
themselves  are  primarily  an  effort  to  get  a 
hearing.  Every  speaker  knows  how  people 
prick  up  their  ears  when  he  begins  a  good 
story.  Jesus  was  the  pastinaster  in  the  art 
of  god  story  telling.  Dr.  J.  L.  Johnson,  once 
remarked  to  the  writer,  “If  a  preacher  is  to 
he  illustrious,  he  must  illustrate.”  Even 
taore,  if  he  expects  to  be  even  listened  to  for 
any  length  of  time  he  must  throw  in  some 
stories.  For  children!  Yes,  of  every  age. 

But  this  article  is  not  for  preachers;  it  is 
to  acquaint  the  folks,  that  have  listened  to 
preachers  with  some  bf  the  difficulties  that 
preachers  have  to  encounter.  One  of  these 
difficulties  is  in  getting  the  message  heard. 
The  responsibility  foj  this  is  not  upon  the 
preacher  alone  but  thd  hearers  as  well.  Even 
Jesus  had  to  fight  fo)-  a  hearing.  In  those 
Jays  as  in  this  doubtless  a  large  part  of  the 
crowd  went  more  to  dee  than  to  hear.  This 
pained  Jesus  as  it  does  His  ministry  today. 
He  refused  to  minister  to  -their  curiosity  by 
Working  miracles  andj  appeals  straight  to 
their  hearts  by  the  [message  which  He 
brought.  To  some  He  I  said:  “No  sign  shall 
be  given  you.”  To  Another  He  said  with 
pain,  “Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders  ye 
will  not  believe.''  Again  and  again  He  is 
saying,  “Harken!”  “Take  heed  how  ye 
hear!  “He  that  hathi  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear.”  The  passage  frjorn  the  Old  Testament 
probably  most  often  diluted  in  the  New  is 
that  from  Isaiah  which  says,  “Having  ears 
ye  hear  not,  •  your  ears  arc  dull.” 

How  hard  it  is  to  get  people  to  hear!  When 
you  go  to  church  assume  your  share  of  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  words  becoming  effect¬ 
ive.  Much  truth  is  wasted  from  a  slovenly 
manner  in  presenting  it  but  more  is  lost  from  , 
a  slovenly  manner  of  hearing  it.  Jesus  was  ,

THE  FAITH 

A  good  many  years  Ago  Dr.  T.  T.  Eaton 
wrote  a  little  hook  on  this  subject,  in  which 
it  was  his  endeavor  to  show  that  “the  faith” 
as  used  in  the  New  Testament  meant  to  indi¬ 
cate  a  definite  body  of  [teaching  which  was 
distinctive  of  the  religion  of  Jesus.  Many 
weire  convinced  by  his  presentation.  The 
point,  was  made  that  faith  is  the  personal  act 
of  one  who  accepts  the  Ix>rd  Jesus  Christ  and 
His  teaching,  while  the  faith  is  the  body  of 


o  teaching  which  he  accepts.  This  distinction 
may  not  hold  in  every  case,  but  it  is  certain 
8  that  the  word  faith  and  especially  the  phrase 
t  "the  faith’’  means  more  than  the  act  of  be¬ 
lieving.  Being  one  at  least  of  the  key  words 
of  the  Christian  life  and  teaching  it  came  to 
stand  for  the  life  and  teaching  themselves. 

But  the  purpose  of  this  article  is  at  least 
*  to  raise  the  question  whether  “the  faith” 

1  does  not  go  further  and  stand  not  only  for 
the  act  of  believing  and  the  body  of  doctrine, 
hut  for  the  whole  practice  and  life  of  the 
Christian  and  of  the  churches.  In  other 
words,  does  it  not  include  the  work  we  are 
to  do  as  well  as  the  doctrines  we  are  to  ac¬ 
cept  f-  The  tendency  of  the  churches  in  the 
past  has  been  to  be  long  on  doctrine  and 
short  on  practice.  The  tendency  in  many 
pluees  today  (and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  de¬ 
clare  our  conviction  that  it  is  as  dangerous 
a  tendency  as  the  other)  is  to  be  long  on 
what  is  culled  practical  and  short  on  doc¬ 
trine.  Anyone  who  exalts  one  at  the  expense 
ot  the  other  or  decries  one  in  comparison 
with  the#other  is  a  heretic,  a  maker  of  divis¬ 
ions.  He  is'  undertaking  to  separate  what 
Dod  hath  joined  together.  The  doing  and 
the  teaching  are  like  the  Siamese  twins,  they 
are  vitally  joined  together,  and  to  separate 
them,  is  to  kill  both.  One  who  undertakes  it 
is  guilty  of  destroying  “the  unity  of  the 
faith.” 

If  someone  seeks  the  proof  from  scripture 
of  the  above  statement  it  maybe  said  that 
the  expression  “unity  of  the  faith”  previ¬ 
ously  quoted  is  joined  to  the  expression  “the 
work  of  ministering.”  The  work  of  minis¬ 
tering  is  to  be  continued  and  enlarged  until 
we  eome  to  the  unity  or  completeness  of  the 
taith.  Again  Paul  says  that  he  was  made  an 
apostle  for  “obedience  to  the  faith  among 
all  nations.”  Here  evidently  “the  faith”  is 
a  thing  to  he  obeyed  and  not  simply  accepted 
as  a  truth.  Jamos  says,  “Hold  not  the  faith 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Lord  of  glory, 
with  respect  of  persons.”  Here  personal 
faith  in  Jesus  and  the  acceptance  of  His 
teaching  are  made  incompatible  with  wrong 
conduct  toward  the  worshippers  of  Christ. 
Indeed  the  whole  of  James  epistle  is  to  show 
how  personal  faith  in  Jesus  and  acknowl¬ 
edgement  of  His  authority  stand  or  fall  by 
the  test  of  conduct ;  that  they  are  one  and 
indivisible.  The  faith  of  ' Christ  expresses 
itself  in  deeds  as  well  as  in  words.  Paul  was' 
strenuous  in  his  advocacy  of  the  primacy  of 
faith;  but  he  said,  “the  life  that  I  now  live 
in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of 
Cod.” 


On  the  evening  of  Thurmlay,  February  21, 
the  Clinton  church  ordained  to  the  full  work  of 
the  ministry  Brethren  Thomas  J.  Blass  and  L.

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I »r.  \\ .  ;I.  Williamson  t,l  Is  Oils  story  of  a 

negro  Baptist  Convention  in  St.  Louis.  There 
were  five  addresses  of  welcome  by  representa¬ 
tives  of  various  bodies,  the  last  being  a  pompus, 
clerically  attired  brother  of  the  African  Episco¬ 
pal  church,  He  had  an  ornate  rhetorical  oration 
concluding  with  something  like  this  (figures 
subjece  to  correction:  "I  welcome  you  in  the 
name  of  a  million  members  of  the  African  Epis¬ 
copal  church.  I  welcome  you  in  the  name  of 
the  fifty  thousand  members  in  Missouri.  I  wel¬ 
come  you  ia  the  name  of  the  ten  thousand  mem¬ 
bers  In  St.  Louis.  1  welcome  you  in  the  uame  of 
the  <100,0^0  we  gave  to  Foreign  Missions.  I 
welcome  you  In  the  name  of  the  four  thousand 
we  baptized  last  year.  I  welcome  you  In  the 
name  of  the  six  thousand  we  received  Into  the 
church."  When  he  had  concluded  the  response 
to  the  welbome  was  delivered  by  a  common 
country  colored  brother  who  propped  his  hip  up 
with  his  artn  and  said:  "My  brother  you  say 
you  welcome  us  In  the  name  of  them  folks  you 
baptized,  t  want  to  tell  you  you  ain't  never 
baptized  nobody.  And  as  for  them  you  tuck  in 
1  want  to  tell  you  we  turned  out  mo'  niggers 
than  you  tiick  in."  The  paragraph  concluded 
with  a  chorus  of  responsive  Aniens!

If  this  does  not  suffice  it  Is  pro¬ 
posed  to  make  more  stringent  regulations,  es¬ 
pecially  a  (Alexandria  and  San  Antonio,  where 
the  conditions  have  been  worse  than  in  other 
places. 


AS  A  LAYMAN  SEES  IT. 


The  writer  of  this  article  has  never  posed 
as  a  kicker,  nor  does  he  no»V  care  to  come 
into  the  limelight  in  tin's  matter,  but  for  a 
number  of  years  he  has  been  a  close  observer 
of  matters,  especially  those  things  in  which 
he  has  been  directly  interested,  and  in 
confining  himself  to  the  work  of  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Mississippi,  he  has  been  led  to  form 
certain  conclusions  of  a  contrary  kind  that 
he  cannot  refrain  from  speaking. 

All  alon$  our  Christian  life  we  have  re¬ 
joiced  in  the  spirit  of  democracy  as  we  have 
felt  that  it;  ought  to  exist,  and  as  we  be¬ 
lieved  that  it  was  intended  to  be  exercised 
among  the  brethren,  but  a  careful  observa¬ 
tion  leads  me  to  believe  that  we  are  not  so 
democratic  ps  we  would  have  the  world  be¬ 
lieve  that  \ve  are.  We  will  explain  What  we 
are  trying  t)o  say: 

For  a  number  of  years  it  seems  from  the 
reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  there  has  been  a  growing  ten¬ 
dency  for  the  control  of  the  Convention  by 
tin'  minority  and  not  by  the  majority.  Now 
some  one  will  say  that  all  motions  and  reso¬ 
lutions  are  adopted  by  a  majority  vote,  and 
that  therefore  the  business  is  conducted  im¬ 
partially  and  on  a  democratic  basis,  but  is  it  t 
Facts  are  the  things  that  prove  the  falsity  or 
truthfulness  of  any  statement  and  must  be  so 
in  this. 

We, have  observed  that  certain  brethren 
have  run  Baptist  afufirs  for  the  past  f^w

That  a  pastor’s  business  is  to  develop  the 
whole  life  of  the  church  and  to  so  organize 
the  various  activities  of  the  church  that 
each  individual  member  will  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  be  trained  in  Christian  service? 


That  the  budget  will  not  run  itself;  that 
the  every-member  canvass  does  not  go  spon¬ 
taneously,  but  if  the  pastor  is  behind  the 
budget,  he  not  only  can  but  will  make  it  a 
most  effective  and  efficient  method  of  fi¬ 
nance? 


The  Budget  and  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 

Many  of  our  churches  are  putting  on  the 
budget  now.  Wc  wish  all  of  them  would  do 
it,  but  to  those  churches  which  are  putting 
on  the  budget  at  this  time  we  want  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  unless  some  provis¬ 
ion  is  made  for  a  special  offering  for  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions,  these  interests  will  not 
be  taken  care  of. 

I  have  just  been  talking  with  one  pastor 
whose  church  adopted  the  budget  yesterday. 
I  asked  him  when  the  church  made  its  last 
contribution  to  Foreign  Missions?  He  told 
me  that  the  last  contribution  was  made  to 
Foreign  Misisons  in  April  of  last  year.  I 
called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  since  the 
first  of  last  May  the  church  had  given  noth¬ 
ing  to  Foreign  Missions.  If  the  budget  had 
been  in  operation  in  that  church  during  this 
period  the  amount  contributed  for  Home  and 
Foreign  missions  in  the  period  from  last  May 
up  to  the  present  would  have  been  more  than 
the  apportiohment  for  these  objects. 

I  suspeee  that  there  are  a  large  number  of 
churches  in  the  state  in  the  same  situation. 
I  am  writing  this  now  in  order  that  all  of  the 
churches  which  have  adopted  the  budget 
since  January  1st  may  know  what  their  duty 
is.  I  am  tremendously  anxious  about  our 


Home  and  Foreign  Mission  work.  Missis¬ 
sippi  churches  have  never  failed  me  when  I 
have  called  upon  them,  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  they  will  fail  me  now,  but  as  I  see  it 
the  churches  which  have  adopted  the  budget 
must  make  arrangements  for  special  offer¬ 
ings  to  cover  their  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  apimrtionments  and  take  care  of  those 
interests  until  the  budget  becomes  operative. 

In  taking  this  offering  I  want  to  state  that 
it  be  understood  by  the  church  that  it  is  a 
special  offering  over  and  above  the  budget. 
Sometimes  onr  churches  take  special  offer¬ 
ings  and  then  count  it  in  the  budget.  This 
ought  not  to  be.  Sometimes  the  church  will 
take  all  the  money  coming  in  on  the  budget 
and  apply  it  to  some  one  interest  in  order  to 
bring  that  interest  up.  This  disarranges  and 
nullifies  the  operation  of  the  budget  and 
ought  not  to  be  done.  The  thing  to  do  is  to 
let  the  people  know  that  they  have  not  been 
contributing  and  go  after  them  in  a  red-hot 
way  for  back  dues. 

If  all  of  our  pastors  will  pursue  this 
course,  they  will  find  it  will  not  hurt  the* 
budget,  it  will  do  it  good.  We  cannot  afford 
to  let  the  budget  become  a  shield  behind 
which  we  hide  to  escape  our  responsibilities. 
A  church  ought  not  to  hide  behind  the  bud¬ 
get  which  has  recently  been  adopted  and  ex¬ 
cuse  itself  on  that  ground,  but  it  ought  to 
come  up  manfully  with  its  regular  contribu¬ 
tion,  and  if  brethren  are  apepaled  to  they 
wil  do  it.  I  earnestly  hope  that  every  pastor 
will  press  this  matter  in  upon  their  churches.

boys  and  girls  have  a  part  in  this  great  work, 
1  stopped  to  offer  a  prayer  that  each  one 
would  be  growing  in  the  knowledge  of  his 
Master  and  that  in  years  to  come,  there 
would  be  a  mighty  fofee  fighting  evil. 

We  are  working  to  add  to  this  force  many 
Chinese  boys  and  girls.  Oh,  if  you  could 
hut  see  the  need  of  messengers  here,  you 
would  not  regret  working  hard.  The  more 
I  watch  these  people  workship  these  wooden 
figures  —these  stone  figures  and  their  an¬ 
cestors.  the  more  my  heart  goes  out  to  them. 

I  want  to  tell  them  there  is  a  true  and  living 
Odd  who  is  love. 

In  the  evenings,  just  at  lamp-lighting  time 
they  all  light  their  incense  sticks  and  place 
them  by  the  door  sides  And  before  the  ances- 
te;r  tablets  inside  the  house.  Now  I  am  not 
telling  you  this  as  news  bust  just  to  remind 
you  again  that  we  must  see,  day  by  day, 
these  appalling  sights.  I  Jtnow  you  have 
them  again  and  again. 

Every  time  we  can  get  a  child  from  these 
homes  into  our  schools,  we  count  it  a  bless¬ 
ing.  because  we  know  that  he  will  learn 
that  there  is  a  loving  Savior.  When  the  fact 
is  once, impressed  upon  the  mind,  then  it  is 
hard  to  get  rid  of.  God  does  the  rest.  You 
know  it  would  he  exceedingly  hard  to  live  in 
China  if  we  did  not  realize  that  God  was 
overseeing  our  weak  efforts.  It  seems  that 
this  is  the  devil’s  native  land.  At  least  he 
works  as  if  he  were  perfectly  at  home. 

Last  week  the  Bible  woman  brought  a 
newly  married  girl  to  our  school.  She  had 
been  sold  to  the  man  she  married.  It  was 
just  a  settled  fact  that  she  was  his  wife.  She 
seepied  to  have  no  feeling  in  the  matter  at 
all.  In  fact,  her  husband  went  into  the 
country  to  marry  her  and  bring  her  here  so 
she  could  go  to  school.  We  were  trying  to 
plan  for  her  good  with  her.  She  said  she 
wanted  to  do  what  I  wanted  her  to  do  be¬ 
cause  I  was  going  to  help  her  study  books. 
We  wanted  her  to  decide  whether  she 
would  come  and  live  in  the  school  or  go  live 
with  her  husband.  She  would  not,  and  so  we 
decided  it  was  best  for  her  to  go  board  in 
the  school  for  the  rest  of  Miis  term.  We  hope 
to  help  her  a  little  in  her  spiritual  life  and 
give  her  a  few  ideas  about  home  making. 

The  girls  are  studying  nicely  now  and 
seem  happy.  I  gave  them  two  small  rubber 
balls  to  play  with  the  other  day  and  I  never 
realized  how  much  joy  two  such  little  things 
could  give.  I  am  going  tjo  try  to  find  some 
more  of  them.  We  are  gnfing  to  let  the  older 
ones  play  volley  hall  soop.  Playing  games 
is  something  new  in  this  part  of  China,  es¬ 
pecially  for  girls.  I  coul^l  hardly  believe  it 
until  I  tried  to  teach  then!  how. 

We  have  two  girls  who  have  just  confessed 
I  lirist  as  their  personal  Ssjvior.  We  are  now 
praying  they  will  have  courage  to  join  the 
church  and  be  baptized,  flint  is  a  hard  step 
for  Chinese  women  and  gjirls.  If  we  ladies 
could  do  the  baptizing  they  think  they  would 
not  object.  We  have  thr^e  others  that  are 
thinking  seriously  and  I  believe  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  at  work.  Will  you  pray  with  us  for 
the  salvation  of  these  God  has  placed  in  our 
school?  I  know  you  do.  j 

W"  are  praying  with  yon  f„r  all  the  boys 
und  men  who  are  so  loyally  going  to  camp 


and  even  to  battle.  Surely  before  long  this 
terrible  conflict  will  be  over.

We  have  numerous  committees  for  looking 
after  different  phases  of  the  work. 

"I  ganda's  White  Man  of  Work”  was  or¬ 
dered  for  mission  study,  conducted  by  Miss 
Sullivan;  and  “The  Acts”  edited  by  Grace 
Saxe,  for  Bible  study,  led  by  our  chairman.

‘‘RENDER  TO  EVERY  MAN  HIS  DUES  ’’ 


I  hree  instances  which  make  actors  worthy 
of  honor  and  praise  have  come  under  my  ob¬ 
servation  during  the  present  session  of  our 
school  They  reveal  to  us  that,  in  this  age  of 
self-seeking  and  love  of  gain,  the  spirit  of 
self-sacrifice  still  lives. 

On  the  opening  day  of  this  session  Prof. 
Hitt  received  a  communication  from  a  college 
in  Louisiana  offering  him  a  better  place  with 
a  larger  salary,  but  when  he  realized  that  his 
going  would  prove  detrimental  to  the  school 
here,  lie  refused  the  offer  of  the  better  posi¬ 
tion. 

Shortly  after  Christmas  conditions  at  the 
college  became  such  as  to  demand  a  re-ad- 
jiistmpiit  of  the  work,  and  because  she  was 
willing  to  do  what  seemed  beat  for  Clarke 
(  liege.  Miss  Annie  Lee  Godwin  consented 
to  give  up  work  she  had  at  Decatur,  and 
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which  she  was  doing  in  connection  with  her 
work  here,  so  as  to  devote  her  full  time  to 
this  work.  She  did  this  too  in  the  face  of  un¬ 
certainty  as  to  time  and  money. 

A  few  weeks  after  this  re  adjustment  Miss 
Aletha  Bailey,  another  of  our  teachers,  had 
the  offer  of  a  position  which,  to  accept  at 
once,  meant  a  pleasant,  profitable  and  ex¬ 
tended  trip.  The  appeal  was  strong  and  the 
opportunity  worth  while,  but  she  had  put 
her  hands  to  the  plow  and  would  not  turn 
back. 

Do  not  such  acts  make  these  worthy  of 
praise  and  honor!  With  our  self-sacrifice 
and  devotihn  to  duty  upon  the  part  of  all  our 
people,  much  mere  could  be  accomplished 
for  our  Master. 

It  looks  Bow  that  these  teachers,  who  have 
already  denied  themselves,  will  be  called 
upon  to  surrender  even  more.  Our  school, 
like  all  others,  has  been  hard  hit  by  the  war. 
The  attendance  is  small  and  we  have  no  out¬ 
side  revenue.  •  With  the  coming  of  spring 
some  of  our  students  are  dropping  out,  and 
there  will  pot  be  sufficient  tuition  to  pay 
these  teachers  their  salaries  for  the  full  ses 
sion.  Their  salaries  are  small,  to  be  sure, 
but  that  utakes  it  all  the  more  necessary 
that  they  receive  what  has  been  promised. 
Are  we  willing  that  these,  our  servants,  shall 
miss  their  salaries  after  the  sacrifices  they 
have  made?  A  little  less  than  $200  will  pay 
their  salaries  for  the  last  month.  Are  there 
not  sufficient  Baptists  in  Mississippi  who 
love  Christian  education  enough  and  honor 
such  unselfishness  enough  to  contribute  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  to  take  care  of  this  last 
month’s  salary?  I  shall  believe  there  are 
until  I  havo  been  shown  differently. 

Assured  that  you  find  pleasure  in  hearing 
of  these  noble  deeds,  and  hoping  they  will 
inspire  others  to  devotion  to  duty.  I  am,

AN  APPRECIATION  OF  CAPTAIN  W.  T. 

RATLIFF 

Many  have  already  written  setting  forth 
in  fitting  words  his  loyalty  and  efficiency  in 
various  relations  in  life.  I  would  be  disloyal 
to  the  deepest  feelings  of  my  soul  if  I  should 
fail  to  express  my  appreciation  of  him  as 
president  of  the  Mississippi  Anti-Saloon 
League,  which  position  he  held  almost  from 
the  beginning  of  the  League  in  Mississippi  in 
1911. 

I  mention  in  this  appreciation  his  life  only 
as  it  touched  the  prohibition  work.  Our  posi¬ 
tions  in  this  organization  in  its  arduous  work 
of  fighting  the  organized  liquor  interests 
have  brought  us  into  very  close  and  confi¬ 
dential  relations  and  trying  situations.  Not 
once  in  these  years  did  he  ever  fail  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  league;  and,  though  his 
was  not  a  salaried  office,  he  spared  no  time, 
pains  or  mopey  to  magnify  it.  If  the  thought, 
time  and  work  he  gave  for  the  public  weal  on 
more  than  a  dozen  lines  were  converted  into 
money,  it  would  no  doubt  be  a  surprisingly 
large  sum  for  one  of  his  means.  Then  if  the 
money  he  lost  in  a  long  life  time  by  neglect¬ 
ing  his  personal  matters  to  attend  to  those  of 


a  public  character  were  added,  it  would 
doubtless  make  a  sum  much  larger  than  men 
are  accustomed  to  contribute  to  the  public 
welfare. 

Though  he  had  three  years  since  by  reason 
of  strength  celebrated  his  eightieth  anniver¬ 
sary,  there  was  no  abatement  in  his  wisdom 
and  mental  vigor.  More  than  once  after  he 
had  become  an  octogenarian,  it  became  neces¬ 
sary  for  him  in  the  progress  of  our  work  to 
cross  swords  With  the  strongest  of  our  Na¬ 
tional  Anti-Saloon  League  men  in  the  discus¬ 
sion  of  policies  and  measures  especially  for 
Mississippi.  In  every  instance  his  wisdom 
prevailed  and  his  measures  were  adopted.  He 
was  seldom  conspicuous  in  our  councils,  but 
he  was  nearly  always  the  guiding  spirit.  He 
was  quiet,  cautious,  and  apparently  shrink¬ 
ing,  but.  when  the  issue  of  the  hour  demand¬ 
ed  it,  he  assumed  an  intrepidity  which  was 
uothing  short  of  heroic.  .  • 

Though  a  man  of  very  pronounced  convic¬ 
tions.  he  was  not  an  extremist.  He  was  ag¬ 
gressively  conservative,  lie  was  never  satis¬ 
fied  with  any  attainment  for  himself  or  his 
country,  but  he  possessed  the  poise  and  bal¬ 
last  of  character  which  enabled  him  to  await 
the  psychological  moment  of  whose  arrival 
few  possessed  so  sensitive  a  judgment.  It 
was  this  composure  and  insight  combined 
with  other  strong  traits  that  constituted  him 
one  of  the  safest  and  sanest  leaders  among 
us.  There  is  no  man  whom  I  have  known  who 
could  time  matters  so  accurately  and  recog¬ 
nize  so  exactly  the  moment  for  action  in  dif¬ 
ficult  situations. 

None  except  those  who  were  most  intimate 
with  him  knew  his  full  worth  as  a  counselor 
in  directing  the  prohibition  movement  in  its 
incipeney  as  well  as  in  its  later  stormy  days. 

In  1865  immediately  upon  his  return  from 
the  Confederate  Army,  he  took  his  stand  fog 
prohibition.  He  took  his  stand  for  this  cause 
when  it  meant  more  than  most  people  now 
living  can  ever  imagine.  The  advocacy  of 
prohibition  was  extremely  dangerous  and  its 
success  almost  hopeless.  He  had  all  his  life 
been  an  advocate  and  exponent  of  temper¬ 
ance.  but  so  had  many  others.  But  when  the 
acid  test  was  made  in  this  year  in  the  town 
of  Raymond,  his  home,  he  proved  to  be  the 
only  active  prohibitionist  there. 

There  were  good  men  in  Hinds  county  later 
on  who  thought  prohibition  should  be  pushed 
more  rapidly,  but  this  veteran  said:  “We 
are  not  ready.’’  He  was  a  great  believer  in 
preparedness  and  was  never  willing  to  start 
a  great  drive  against  the  enemy  until  rea¬ 
sonably  assured  of  success.  He  had  been  a 
soldier,  a  captain,  and  well  knew  the  import¬ 
ance  of  being  ready.  His  policy  was  that  our 
laws  must  never  go  too  far  ahead  of  public 
sentiment,  but  must  always  be  kept  well  up 
with  it. 

He  had  filled  the  office  of  sheriff  and 
chancer}'  clerk  in  Hinds  county.  His  firm 
stand  for  prohibition  no  doubt  defeated  him 
in  1887  for  the  office  of  chancery  clerk,  an 
office  which  he  had  held  for  many  years.  His 
wonderful  political  sagacity  enabled  him  to 
foresee  the  danger  to  his  own  political  future 
which  his  advocacy  of  prohibition  would  pro¬ 
duce,  but  he  never  counted  the  cost  of  loy¬ 
alty  to  the  right,  nor  did  he  complain  after¬ 


wards  of  what  right  doing  cost  him. 

In  February,  1903,  when  cleavage  in  prohi¬ 
bition  ranks  was  imminent,  and  a  state-wide 
prohibition  mass  meeting  had  been  called, 
which  met  in  the  old  capitol,  to  make  a  final 
effort  to  marmonize  the  two  elements,  it  was 
he  who  sat  up  in  the  office  of  his  son,  W.  D. 
Ratliff,  till  the  small  hours  of  the  preceding 
night,  working  out  the  basis  for  union  and 
unity  of  action  the  next  day.  Bishop  Chas. 
B.  Galloway  was  the  leading  advocate  for 
constitutional  prohibition  and  Hon.  B.  T, 
Hobbs  was  the  advocate  of  statutory  prohi¬ 
bition.  When  the  night  was  far  spent.  Cap¬ 
tain  Ratliff’s  argumens  won  Mr.  Hobbs  and 
others  of  his  views,  and  solved  the  problem 
and  prevented  a  division  in  our  ranks  which 
would  have  been  most  unfortunate,  if  not 
fatal  to  our  cause.  The  plan  provided  thn* 
the  legislature  be  asked  to  submit  a  consti¬ 
tutional  amendment  to  the  people  and  also  to 
pass  a  statutory  measure.  The  plan  was  ac 
ccptcd  the  next  day  by  the  great  mass  meet¬ 
ing.  He  is  entitled  to  the  credit. 

As  to  what  estimate  those  who  arc  in  a  po¬ 
sition  to  know,  place  upon  Captain  W.  T.  Rat¬ 
liff  as  a  factor  in  prohibition  achievements  in 
Mississippi,  Dr.  G.  W.  Young,  a  prominent 
national  speaker,  said  in  an  address  at  Ray¬ 
mond,  and  also  at  Clinton:  “Prohibition 
matters  had  been  better  managed  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  than  in  any  of  the  states,  and  that  this 
was  due  to  the  wise  leadership  of  Captain 
\V.  T.  Ratliff,  Bishop  Charles  B.  Galloway, 
Hon.  C.  II.  Alexander  and  Rev.  W.  T.  Lowrey. 

He  was  a  psst  faster  in  the  art  of  influ¬ 
encing  his  associates  in  any  cause,  to  do 
what  he  thought,  keeping  them  all  the  time 
thinking  they  were  acting  on  their  own  ini¬ 
tiative.  His  information  was  large  and  his 
knowledge  of  men  was  remarkable.  He  not 
only  knew  a  little  about  nearly  «;v<*rything, 
but  he  knew  a  great  deal  about  most  things. 
He  rejoiced  very  much,  just  a  few  days  be¬ 
fore  his  departure,  over  the  fact  that  Missis¬ 
sippi  had  ratified  the  national  constitutional 
amendment  and  was  the  first  state  to  do  so. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Mississippi 
very  keenly  feels  its  bereavement  in  the  going 
of  its  honored  president,  and  will  greatly 
miss  his  safe  leadership  and  words  of  en¬ 
couragement.  To  fill  his  place  is  so  difficult 
a  task  that  the  League  has  taken  no  action 
yet,  giving  itself  time  to  settle  on  the  man 
among  us  who  will  come  nearest  to  Tilling  the 
chair  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  our  dis¬ 
tinguished  fellow  worker.  He  was  in  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  office  so  often  assisting 
in  the  solution  of  its  numerous  problems,  that 
every  object  in  the  office  reminds  the  writer 
of  his  strong  personality,  and  every  thought 
of  him  emphasizes  the  need  of  his  presence. 
Men  of  his  mould  are  rare  and  always  in  de¬ 
mand.  All  of  his  large  family  with  many 
others  rise  up  to  call  him  blessed.

Luther  was  the  second  oldest  son 
of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Welch  of 
Mount  Calm,  Texas.  When  he  was 
a  child  of  Just  a  few  years  he  show¬ 
ed  signs  of  rare  wit  and  a  keen  sense 
of  humor,  and  an  affable,  lovable  dis¬ 
position  that  made  him  a  great  favo¬ 
rite  in  every  circle  where  he  chanced 
to  be.  The  remark  was  often  made 
by  his  tekehers  and  others,  that  he 
was  no  ordinary  boy.  and  the  proph¬ 
ecy  was  often  Indulged  that  he  was 
destined  to  become  a  great  man. 
Fond  hopes  had  been  cherished  in 
the  hearts  of  hls  parents,  that  he 
would,  at  no  distant  day  more  than 
fulfill  the  fondest  expectations  of  hls 
dearest  friends. 

These  fond  hopes  were  beginning 
to  be  realized  and  they  could  easily 
catch  the  foregleams  of  a  great  ca¬ 
reer;  for  In  the  rare  compound  of  hls 
beautiful  young  life  there  were  all  the 
elements  of  noble  manhood.  One 
characteristic  of  hls  nobility  was  hls 
beautiful  devotion  to  hls  mother  and 
sisters.  It  was  the  overwhelming 
and  all  cpntrolling  determination  to 
see  them  that  caused  him  to  be  on 
the  ill-fated  train. 

Hls  noble  heart  waa  doubtless  filled 


with  most  Joyful  anticipations,  as  he 
rode  the  flying  vehicle  of  death. 
True  to  hls  generous  nature,  and  the 
kindly  responses  of  hls  unselfish 
heart,  he  had  Just  stepped  off  the 
train  at  Hearne  and  bought  refresh¬ 
ments,  and  had  passed  them  to  hls 
fellow  passengers,  among  whom  were 
the  two  Waco  girls,  who  met  the 
same  cruel  fate. 

He  was  happy  because  he  was 
coming  home,  little  thinking  that  all 
that  would  reach  his  father  and 
mother  was  his  llfeles  body,  and  that 
so  cruelly  mangled.  But  hls  loved 
ones  do  not  grieve  as  those  who  have 
no  hope;  for  as  suddenly  as  the  awful 
wreck  occurred,  his  ransomed  spirit, 
up-borne  by  angel’s  wings,  out  soar¬ 
ed  the  lightning  flash,  and  entered 
another  home;  Just  such  a  home  as 
the  Infinite  Father  would  prepare  for 
hls  well-beloved  children.  While  not 
met,  as  he  expected  by  hlB  father  and 
mother,  he  was  met  by  hls  Savior,  and 
will  rest  in  HU  bosom  for  a  while,  till 
loved  ones  meet  him  there.
